CONVICTED 
OF 
REBATING. 


Chicago and Alton Road and Former 
Officials Found Guilty. 
Chicago, July 7.—The Chicago and 
Alton railroad and John N. Fait broil, 
and Fred 
Warm, formerly officials of 
the road, have been convicted in the 
United States district court here of 
illegally 
granting 
rebates 
to 
the 
Schwarzschlid A- Sulzberger 
Packing 
company. 
Sentence 
was 
postponed, 
pending arguments for a new trial. 
It was claimed try tho government 
that tho officials of the railroad com­ 
pany had allowed tho employes of the 
packing company to travel free by re­ 
funding money for transportation. 
It 
was declared by Judge 
Landis that 
this did not constitute a rebate, and 
he instructed the Jury to return a ver­ 
dict of not guilty on 
the two counts 
which charged rebating of fb i/ passen­ 
ger transportation. 
In the other eight counts on all of 
which the defendants were found guil­ 
ty. two offenses against the Elkins law 
were proved. 
It was shown by the 
government 
that the railroad 
com 
pany had charged $t per car for hand 
ling 
the products of 
Sehwarzschild 
& Sulzberger at 
Kansas 
City and 
had then repaid the packing company 
$1 
on 
each 
car. 
The 
government 
claimed and the court held that the 
failure of the railroad to publish in 
its tariff sheet tile fact that tho $1 was 
repaid made it a 
secret rebate. 
It 
was claimed by the attorneys for the 
defendants that the refund of the $1 
per car 
was necessary 
because the 
packing company owned the railroad 
track near its plant 
and compelled 
tho 
railroad 
company 
to pay 
that 
amount for trackage when it hauled 
the cars away. 
Under tho law 
the maximum sen 
fence of tho 
court may be 
a fine of 
$120,000 for each of the three defend 
ants. 
No imprisonment provision ap 
pears in the law.

HOW WORK IS 
TO 
BE DONE 


Plant will be Equipped With Elec­ 


tric Railway for 
Handling 


the Railroad Ties. 


From an article in Municipal 
Engi­ 
neering describing the plant put in by 
the Columbia 
Creosoting 
Company, 
which is a duplicate of the plant to be 
erected here, tho following brief 
des­ 
cription 
of the plant and process is 
compiled. 
The general plan of the 
plant is a 
seasoning 
yard 
at east end of retort 
house with two railroad tracks, 93 feet 
center to center, running its full length, 
1500 feet. 
West of retort house four 
electric 
road tracks run between the 
two railroad tracks which are extended 
past the retort house, and on each side 
of a tie dock. 
The two electric 
road 
tracks on tho outside are for 
placing 
buggies to tie loaded and the two inside 
tracks for the purpose of 
storage 
of 
loads and shifting. 
Seasoned ties when shipped in 
are 
unloauod direct from the cars onto elec­ 
tric road buggies and 
treated ties are 
unloaded directly from the buggies onto 
cars. The inflammability 
of treated 
ties renders it necessary to ship as fast 
as 
treated 
to avoid dangers of a big 
yard of them. 
Five cars inbound and 
five ears outbound are handled at one 
time and as 
buggies 
are unloaded of 
treated tics they are run up 
to 
cars 
with 
inbound ties and are loaded for 
treatment. The 
seasoning yard has 
room 
for 
;>00,000 ties each pile being 
marked to show age, when cut. where 
from, 
whether 
grown on high or low 
ground, all of which information is of 
utmost 
importance 
to secure proper 
treatment. 
The ties must season naturally. When 
properly seasoned the ties are loaded on 
buggies made entirely of metal and run 
directly into the retort. These buggies 
perate on a traek of 30-inch gauge and 
are shifted by means of anelectric motor
